When you buy a q uart of milk ¡with most other commodities that 
and pay 24.2 cents you pay the 
farm er 10.9 cents and the m ark et­ 
ing system gets 13.3 cents as fol­ 
lows: a.ssembling milk —1.2; pro­ 
cessing—4.3; retailing, home de­ 
livery—5.6 ; 
other 
expense.s—1.2; 
profit fbefore income taxes)—1.0. 
Milk is one of the cheapest foods 
in term s of food value. Its q uality 
has be<*n improved in recent years 
i 
because it is produced under m o re: 
sanitary conditions, nearly all of 
it is pasteurized, much of it is ; 
homogenized and has vitamin D 
added, and it is k ept cooler dur­ 
ing mark eting. 
Farm ers in 19 57 got 45 cents out 
of each dollar spent by consumers: 
for milk , compared to .55 cents in * 
I9 *i7. 
The change was due almost 
entirely to increases in mark eting 
costs; that’s why consumers paid 
more. 
There are three major steps in 
the trip from farm to consumer. 
Look ing at three steps one by one, 
here are some of the factors in­ 
volved. 
Milk must be k ept clean and 
cool and moved fast if the q uality 
is to be preserved. 
Thousands of 
truck s travel many miles each day 
to gather milk trom farms and 
haul it to processing plants. 
The a.ssembly operation in 19 57 
took about 5 cents of each dollar 
spent by consumers for milk .

Dutch elm disease has been pres­ 
ent in the United States about 30 
years following the introduction of 
the disease carrying fungus and

beetle from

Missouri

1951 and is now known to occur 
in St. Louis, Kansas City, .south­ 
east 
Missouri, 
and 
probably 
in 
other areas as well. 
The 
bark 
beetle is found throughout the state 
a nd has built up a large popula­ 
tio n in elms weakened by recent 
drouth years. 
The disease builds up rapidly 
once It occurs in a community. 
In St. Louis, only a few trees were 
da ma g ed in 1951 but, in just a few 
years, thousands were estimated 
to be dying from the disease. If 
the disea.se is allowed to run it,^ 
course, Bretz says many cities, 
towns, and villages in the state 
will have almost certain loss of 
most of their elms.
